Niece of Late Ball Magnate

Mrs. Helen Hathaway Robison Brit- 
ton, owner of the Cardinals, testified 
in the Probate Court Tuesday morn- 
ing that her uncle, the late M. Stan- 
ley Robison, told her five days before 
his death that he intended to take 
Frederick N. Abercrombie out of his 
will. She also told of Robison’s expres- 
sions of regret that he had named Aber- 
crombie in the will as executor of his 
estate, and of his effort to go to his 


lawyer’s office to change the docu- 


ment. 

She admitted, 
that on the day after Robison’s death, 
when Abercrombie called at her home 


in Cleveland, she kissed him. He test!- 

fied last Saturday that she hugged 
him, saying nothing about a kiss, and 
declared that the hugging was part of 

a system of cajolery by which she 

kept him in Cleveland after the time 

when he should have qualified as exe- 
cutor in St. Louis. 

$20,000 Fee Is Prize. 

- Tuesday was the second day of testi- 
mony in the three-cornered contest for 
the control of Robison’s $400,000 estate. 
HPaward A. Steininger, whom Mrs. Brit- 
ton desires to install as administrator 
of the estate and president of the Car- 
dinals, is contesting Abercrombie’s 
claim, and Public Administrator Troll is 
claiming the right to administer the 
estate. The prize in the contest is the 
$20,000 fee which, on the legal 5 per 
cent basis, will fall to the person. who 
is designated as administrator. 

Testimony was ¢oncluded at 11:15 a. 
“m., and Judge Holtcamp took the case 
under advisement, promising to an- 
nounce a decision before court adjourned 
for the day.

Polar Wave Company, 
Which Supplies Half of the} — 
City’s Trade, Is Unable to 
Meet Demand During Hot 
Spell — Breweries and 
Others Help.

If Supply Runs Short Com- 
pany Official Says Factor- 


ies’ Product Will Be Dis-| 


tributed Pro Rata Among 
the Regular Customers. 





St. Louis is threatened with an ice 


famine. 

The Polar Wave Ice and Fuel Co., 
the chief manufacturer of ice in St. 
Louis, which sells half the ice here, 1s 
buying from the big breweries, other 
manufacturers in various cities, and 


wherever it may. 

The long-continued hot spellgis re- 
sponsible for the situation, according to 
dealers., If it is not broken, St. Louis- 
ans may find their refrigerators short 
of supply. 

L. C. Muckermann, general manager 
of the Polar Wave, said Tuesday that 
the price would not be increased. 

Will Divide Pro Rata. 

“When our stock runs so low that 
we cannot supply the trade,’ he said, 
“‘we will divide it pro rata among our 
customers. If, for instance, we have 
only half as much as is warted, we will 
give each customer half his usual sup- 
ply.’ 

“We do not intend to raise the price 
all summer. 

“We are buying ice all over the coun- 
try, wherever we can get it. Our 
plant turns out 1000 tons a day, which 
is riot anywhere near the derfiands on 
us during the last week or so. We do 
not harvest natural ice during the win- 
ter, and do not handle it except when 
we buy it from some other concern tn 
an emergency like this.”’ 

Muckermann estimated the normal 
consumption of ice in St. Louis at 
this time of the year at 4000 tons, 
and the present consumption at 6000 
tons. Other manufacturers agree 
with him in placing the present de- 


mand at about 50 per cent greater 


than the normal, but one of them 
thought the consumption would not 


run higher than §000 or 65500 tons. 


Greatest Demand Since 1901. 

“The consumption has never ap- 
proached these figures since 1901, 
which was a hot year,” said Mucker- 
mann, “and I do not think it was as 
high then.” 

H. A. Chapin, manager of the Caron- 
delet Ice Manufacturing and Fuel Co., 
with a capacity of 85 tons a day, 
said that normally the demand took 
about 90 per cent of the capacity of 
his plant, including the out-of-town 
sales, but that at present he could 
not supply the demand. 

“I should say that the present demand 
is half as great fgain as the normal,” 
he said. As to wrether we will have an 
ice famine, I can’t say. I hope we won't. 
We sell wholesak only. Last year the 


|. demand did not approach that of this 


year.”’ 

Manager Krause of the Merchants’ Ice 
and 'oal Co., excepting the Polar Wave 
the biggest in St. Louis, said there would 
be no increase in prices. 

“I wish we could get more,” he said. 
“I understand that in Pittsburg they 
are getting $25 a ton, at the plant. We 
get only $5 a ton here, retail, delivered. 

“We sell the ice in advance, however. 
Our product is sold months in advance, 
and the same is true generally of the 
factories. Therefore we cannot raise 
prices in an emergency. 

“The demand now is about 50 per cent 
greater than normal. If it increases the 
trade can’t supply it.” 

The Merchants’ plants have a daily 
capacity of 300 tons. 

Jobbers Meet Difficulty. 

The secretary of the Mound City Ice 
Co., another manufacturer, said he was 
not at liberty to discuss the situation, 
in the absence of the president, who jz 
out of town. Jobbers who buy from 
the Mound City said they were having 
difficulty getting their usual ailotment 
of ice, and that they were told the 
supply was so low that famine was 
threatened. 

Ice sells to the small retail consumer 
in St. Louis at from 2% to 30 cents per 
hundred. For saloons and other large 
users the price runs from 17% to 
cents a hundred. For refrigerating 
houses, packing houses, and other big 
wholesale consumers, the price is from 
$2.50 to $3 a ton—12% to 15 cents a hun- 
dred.

R. A. McCurdy of Webster 
Groves Had Suffered From 
Nervous Prostration. 














Robert A. McCurdy, 53 years old, a 


real estate dealer of Webster Groves, 
killed himself Tuesday morning by 
hanging in the kitchen of his home, at 


405 Newport avenue. 
McCurdy had been ill about 


weeks from nervous prostration, and al- 
though able to walk about freely, had 
suffered keenly. 

The body was found by Mrs. McCurdy 
at 4:50 a. m. The statement was given 
out at the home that McCurdy had 
strangled himself by placing one end 
of the rope between a door casing and 
the upper edge of the door and throw- 
ing his weight against the rope. 

Feet on the Floor, 

BE. C. McCurdy, a son, who resides 
with his wife at the home of his par- 
ents, told a Post-Dispatch reporter his 
father’s feet were resting on the floor 
when the body was found. He said no 
member of the family ever had seen the 
rope, which was knotted in several 
places. 

McCurdy left his bed about 4 a. m., 
telling his wife he was going for a drink 
of water. She immedifately“fell asleep 
again and did not wake for nearly an 
hour. Perceiving that her husband had 
rot returned, she ran to the kitchen and 
found him dead. 

Coroner Bracy of St. Louis County 
was called by telephone to hold an in- 
quest. 

McCurdy had been in the real estate 
business at Webster Groves about fif- 
teen years. He was well to do and 
was widely known in St. Louis County. 

Had Acted Strangely. 

According to friends, McCurdy had 
been acting disconsolately for many 
weeks. In his last illness he was treat- 
ed by Dr. Marshall Baker. 

McCurdy is survived by his widow, 
Mrs. Charlotte McCurdy, and three sons

RACING BALLOONISTS DRIVEN 
TO EARTH BY A STORM 





Harmon and Post and Honeywell Drop 8,000 
Feet to Escape Lightning; St. Louis 
Bags Still in the Contest.

GENEVA, IIL, July 11.—One of the 
balloons in the national race passed 
over here this morning, traveling at 
a very high altitude, The traveler 
made the distance between DeKalb 
and. Geneva, 24 miles, in 20 minutes, 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., July 11.—Carried 
by favorable winds toward their hoped- 
for point of landing—the wilds of Can- 
ada—five of the seven giant balloons in 
the national elimination contest to 
choose two air craft to represent the 
United States in the James Gordon Ben- 
nett Cup next October 5, were still in 
the air this morning. 

Forced to descend from 98000 feet, 
where they encountered a terrific thu, 
derstorm and cyclonic conditions, Clif- 
ford B. Harmon, pilot, and Augustus 
Post, aid in the balloon New York 
landed at Freemont, Io., early today. 

The balloon ‘‘Kansas City’’ Capt. H. 
FE, Honeywell pilot, John Watts aid, was 
forced to land early this morning - 
Linby, Io. The Kansas City, like the 
New York, encountered a severe elec- 
trical storm. Both pilot and aid were 
se fe. 

The latest reports received by the 
Associated Press and the Kansas City 
Aero Glub indicated the balloons 
were in .these positions: 

One believed to be the leader passed 
Sterling Il., 382 miles northeast of Kan- 
sas City, at 7:45 o'clock this morning. 

The St. Louls IV passed Moline, Il., 
269 miles northeast, at 6 o’clock.

The Topeka No. 2 passed Fort Mad- 
ison, Io., 187 miles from here, at 6 
o’clock, accompanied by an unidenti- 
fied bag. The Topeka No. 2 was later 
reported to have landed near Laharpe, 
Ill. 


Two balloons passed Mercer, Mo., 140 
miles north of Kansas City, at 7 a. m. 

The leading unidentified balloon re- 
ported at Sterling, IIL, is traveling ap- 
proximately 24 miles an hour. 

Many points reported the balloons 
passing overhead during the early hours 
this morning. 


In a message sent from Fremont be- 
fcre he and Harmon left there for the 
Kast, August S. Post described their 
experiences since leaving Kansas City. 


“The New York sailed well until mid- 
night last night in a northeast direc- 
tion,’’ said Mr. Post. “Then we entered 
a terrific thunderstorm. The balloon 
arose to 8000 feet and the temperature 
dropped to 3 degrees. A cyclonic vor- 
tex sucked us into its center and we 
were lost in?the clouds with lightning 
tlaying all around us. 

“The thunder claps shook the basket 
and the vibration felt like a huge 
sledgehammer was striking it. At the 
upper surface of the storm center the 
balloon was twisted’ and tossed lke a 
cork in Niagara Rapids. Harmon and 
I had to hold on to the sides of the 
basket while it.dropped and rose with 
frightful rapidity, 

“Our ballast was soon exhausted and 
we were carried down without being 
able to check the balloon. We decided 
to make a landing, although it was 3

Skelly had 
seen something white drop from the cat 
of the engine just before the plunge 
and skitter along like a ghost in its 
shadow. Later today they found what 
that something white was. 

It was the fireman assistant of the 
ambitious freight engineer, Curtis, who 
had jumped when his engine left the 
rails, and was stumbling along trying 
to check his inertia long enough to leap 
down the embankment. 

The ripping, the screaming, the hiss- 
ing of steam and banging of steel on 
steel, and the ringing and chinking of 
broken glass were over in a moment, 
Skelly said. In the next moment it was 
as though the ugly thing there beside 
the track, looking like a giant ugly 
gray-black woodworm which had been 


pstepped upon, had always been there. 


It was altogether still, Skelly says. He 
stood and looked at it, fascinated with 
horror, until, in two different places, 
he saw spurt out tongles of flame where 
the baggage cars and coaches were 
sprawled across the engine, and heard 
first the scream of a woman and then 
shouts of men who were pouring out of 
two cars at the rear end of the train. 
Then he ran out to help. 
Policeman Saves Lives. 

On the street Skelly met Policeman 
E. G. Bulkley running toward the place. 
Bulkley had heard the noise, but did 
not know what had happened. Skelly 
told him, and Bulkley stopped short in 
his tracks and sent in a fire alarm and 
a call for ambulances. To Bulkley many 
passengers—no one knows how many— 
owe their lives. Within 15 minutes after 
the train left the track four companies 
of firemen and three ambulances were 
on the scene. The surgeons reported 
the appalling extent of the disaster by 
phone as soon as they arrived.

the Cannon Ball freight, a fast train 
over the system between New York 
and Boston. To the fact that Curtis has 
been accustomed to driving a freight 
train at top speed over the tracks of 
the line may, perhaps, be attributed the 
wreck of today. 

The New York, New Haven & Hart- 
ford is a four-track road along the 
sound. Generally speaking, the two 
outside tracks are used for passenger 
trains and the two inside tracks for 
freight. But the inside tracks are also 
used for the fast express trains, which 


}don’t stop except at divisional points. 


The Federal Express, away behind 
time, took, from Stamford, the track 
next inside the southerly or east-bound 
track. It was on this inside track that 
Curtis was accustomed to pounding 
along, night after night, with his Can- 
non Ball freight with clear signals 
ahead and all switches set for his ac- 
coummodation. 

Usually Stops at Bridgeport. | 

The Federal Express is scheduled to 
make a stop at Bridgeport to shift off 
one of the baggage cars and to take on 
an express. To make the stop it is 
necessary to switch the train from the 
second track to the outside track. This 
shift was made at a signal tower just 
west of Fairfield avenue viaduct, a steel 
bridge protected on each side by heavy 
solid steel railings. The viaduct crosses 
Fairfield avenue, which thoroughfare 
accommodates a double-track trolley 
line and many telephone wires. The 
fioor of the viaduct is about twenty 
feet above the level of the street. 

On each side of the viaduct, stretch- 
ing away to east and west, is an em- 
bankment, ‘the top of which is from 25 
to thirty feet above the base. 


The tower is on the solid embank- 
ment, just west of the viaduct. The 
crossover, or short track, ran from @ 
switch in the inside track about one 
bundred feet west of the tower to a 
similar switch in the outside tracks, 
just where the rails run off the solid 
embankment upon the viaduct. 

Curtis is dead. His fireman is dead. 
No Hving person can say what prompt- 
ed him to approach that short cross- 
over with his throttle wide open and 
his exhaust working like the long roll 
of a drum. 

Did the Engineer Forget His Train? 

Railroad men say that Curtis, from 
his long experience with the Cannon 
Ball freight, momentarily forgot that 
he was pulling a passenger train and 
assumed that he was going’ right 
through Bridgeport on the inside east- 
bound track. At any rate, although the 
signals were set showing that the 
switch was thrown for the crossover, 
Curtis did not slow down. 

The great locomotive hit the switch 
with a lurch that almost overturned it. 
The terrified tower operator saw a burst 
of steam from the dome of the boiler 
and heard the scream of protesting run- 
ning gear that signals the application of 
the air brake. The two baggage cars, 
careening like vessels in a strong wind, 
swung across to the outside track. Then 
came the day coach and five sleepers. 


Something Gave Way. 

The outside track on the trestle yield- 
ed under the resistiess sidewise crunch 
of the ponderous locomotive drive 
wheels as they left the curve of the 
crossover and aligned along the rail 
on the track that led straight to the 
station, a mile away. 

Something gave way. It may have 
been a spike that had none too strong 
a grip in a tie. It may have been a 
palte holding the matched ends of two 
rails. Slight as the ylelding may have 
been, it offered an opening for tons upon 
tons of metal, instantaneously changed 
from an orderly, controlled medium of 
transportation into a wild instrument 
of destruction. The outside track gave 
way, the locomotive and tender struck 
the stout, solidly-riveted steel guard 
rail and shot across the trestle or via- 
duct on the ties, 

As the pilot wheels struck the soft 
cinders of the embankment, the loco- 
motive leaped out into space like a 
thing alive, dragging the tender after it. 
The coupling between the tender and 
the locomotive was snapped off and the 
litter of air and steam and waterpipes 
and hose ripped asunder. The tender 
with its load of coal and water, top- 
pled over down the embankment into 
the right of way alongside the big, neat 
lawn of Mrs. Horan, whose fruit, flower 
and vegetable gardens skirt the track 
at the scene of the wreck.

HIS FORTUNE IS GONE 


Debts Estimated at From $75o0,- 
000 to Twice That Amount— 
Bankers in Conference.

‘ CHICAGO, July 11.—Mystery in the 


death of James E. Pettit, whose finan- 
cial difficulties came to light last 


night, was investigated further today 
when interested insurance officials 
asked Deputy Coroner Conrad of Wau- 
keegan for a reopening of the in- 
quest, and a post-mortem examina- 
tion to determine whether death was 
from drowning, as was reported, or 
sOme other cause. 

Meantime news that the late grain 
dealer and president of the Peavey 
Grain Co. had been in financial 
straight caused a stir in banking cir- 
cles and a meeting of the committee 
of bankers havitig the dead brokers’ 
affairs in hand was called. 

The committee will endeavor to 
learn the exact amount of Pettit’s 
debts, variously estimated at from 
$750,000 to twice that amount. 

On the Board of Trade the Peavey 
brokers were busy in the pit closing 
out accounts of customers, or trans- 
ferring them as a preliminary to the 
closing up of the Chicago end of the 
commission department of the busi- 
ness, 

Cc. W. Lane, associated with Pettit as 
manager of the commission branch of 
the Peavey Grain Co., said today that 
the main office in Chicago, dealing in fu- 
ture commissions, as well as all the 
branch offices of the company engaged 
in the same form of trade, located in 
Buffalo, New York, St. Louis and Min- 
neapolis, would be discontinued at once 
as a result of Pettit’s death. 

To Look After Elevators, 

The Chicago office of the Peavey 
Grain Co., he said, would merely be 
concerned in taking care of the South 
Chicago elevators and other country ele- 
vators tributary to Chicago. 

‘We are retiring from the future com- 
mission business because Mr. Pettit was 
the only man connected with the Peavey 
Grain Co. who was familiar enough with 
the future market in Chicago to operate 
the entire commission business of the 
company. The Chicago speculative mar- 
ket is different from that of any other 
section, of the country and we had to 
one to take Pettit’s place. ‘

DECISION 


Board of Review Will Have the 
Last Say About Amount 
to Be Paid. 


By the decision of County Treasurer 
Abt to reduce the assessment on real 
estate in East St. Louis, taxpayers in 
that city will have $323,127.18 to spend 
for something besides the maintenance 
of government. Besides being County 
Treasurer, Abt is Supervisor of Assess- 
ments, and when he cast his eyes over 
the assessment on real estate in East 
St. Louls and saw that a general in- 
crease of approximately 80 per cent had 


been made by the Assessor, he decided 
to exercise his right to change it. 

These changes are usually made by 
the Board of Review and that body 
still has the final say as to what the 
assessment shall be. The valuation of 
the assessment in 1910 was placed at 
$28,328,397 and the Assessor this year 
places it at $32,312,712. 

While the East St. Louls tax payer 
may rejoice at his good fortune, 
wealthy corporations of Stites Township 
will have to appear before the Assess- 
ment Supervisor and show cause why 
their personal property assessment 
should not be increased. 

The Assessor in East St. Louis, which 
is the home of the National Stockyards 
and all the big packing companies, cut 
down the personal property assessment 
more than half a million dollars. The 
valuation as fixed by the Board of Re- 
view in 1910 was $1,204,985, while the As- 
sessor could find only $650,474 worth of 
personal property this year. A date 
will be fixed for this hearing later.

Report Cites Opening to Direct 
the Young Toward Demo- 
cratic Living.

SAN FRANCISCO, July 11.—Declaring 
that ‘‘the high school today is the arena 


lems should be worked out,”’ the De- 
partment on High Schools today pre- 
sented its report to the National Educa- 
tion Association. 

The report was in line with the re- 
quest made last year by the Depart- 
ment on High Schools, that the colleges 
revise their entrance requirements in 
such a way that the high schools might 
meet modern needs. 

Formulated by a committee of nine 
educators, the report cites the criticism 
of the Carnegie Foundation that Ameri- 
can education, from elementary school 
to college is suffering from the attempt 
to teach too many subjects to the same 
student at the same time. 

Considering some of the special func- 
tions of the high school, the report 
says: 

“The high school must instruct every 
student in the elements of good citizen- 
ship. This duty cannot be delegated to 
the college because there is no guar- 
antee that any particular student will 
actually go to college. 

‘High school courses must be flexible 
for the hts3 yongar: period is the time 
for the youth to ~tscover his bent. 

‘Broad vocational instructions should 
find place in the high school to prepare 
for efficiency. 

‘“‘Mechanics, arts, agriculture or house- 
hold science should be recognized as ra- 
tional elements in the education of all 
boys and girls, and especially of those 
who have not as yet chosen their voca- 
tions. 

‘High school attendance In this coun- 
ry has increased almost fourfold with- 
in the Iast 20 years. If the colleges will 
recognize the true function of the high 
school, this marvelous growth will con- 
tinue unabated and the American high 
school will become an institution un- 
paralleled as a factor for democratic 
living. It is doubtful whether any na- 
tion ever before possessed such an op- 
portunity."’

‘‘We presented to the last Legislature 
some bills raising the price of the saloon 
lhcenses and limiting the number of sa- 
loons to one for every 500 population, 
but these bills died in committee. The 
members were disposed to support them, 
but were afraid of their constituents, 
some of whom favor prohibition, and 
they thought it best to let the bills die 
quietly. 
‘‘Padbere’s idea is a good one in some 
respects. “I think the saloons of this 
eity and in fact of ali the cities in the 
State should be open Sunday afternoon, 
and until 10 o’clock at night. Out of re- 
spect to the great numbers of Chfistian 
people who have strict ideas. of their 
own about the observance of the Sab- 
path, the saloons should not be open 
Sunday morning. 
“T don’t believe there fis a man in St. 
Louis who, if he uses on@ ounce of fore- 
thought, cannot get a drink on Sunday 
if he really wants it, but in the ma- 
jority of cases this has to be done by 
breaking the law. Why would it not be 
better to have a few hours on Sunday 
when a man could procure it lawfully, 
and not have to sneak up the alley, so 
to speak? 

Drinks in Hotels. 

“YT believe also that the hotels ought 
to be allowed to sell drinks to their 
bona fide guests on Sunday. We in our 
homes can have a drink on Sunday if 
we want it and the notels are the homes 
of the guests on Sunday. Surely we 
should treat our guests with as much 
consideration and courtesy a8 we treat 
ourselves. 

“The argument of the Liquor Dealers’ 
Association about the small profits the 
saloon men are making under the pres- 
ent laws is a foolish one, because the 
voter does not care a rap whether the 
saloon keeper's profits are big or little.

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ALASKAN EXPLOITERS. 

The weakness of the case made out by the 
Alaskan exploiters, individual and syndicated, is 
their persistence in adhering to their own plans 
of exploitation. It is easy enough to make out a 
gdod case for the opening of that country and the 
development of its resources. Nobody has argued 
that Alaska should be maintained in a condition 
of desert wealth. Conservation does not contem- 
plate inactivity. It undertakes to promote every- 
thing that Ballinger and the Guggenheims desire, 
but without favor to anyone, without creating 
a special privilege or monopoly and without use- 
less waste. | 

The difficulties have been caused by the in- 
capacity of Americans to understand that ex- 
ploitation and conservati:n are both possible. We 
have never developed a new country or a new 
section of courtry without at the same time de- 
veloping al] the evils which make the utilization 
of natural resources in the older parts of th> 
country a source of class strife and general un- 
rest or disgust. The Alaskan exploiters cannot 
or will not understand this. 

By their efforts to grab and monopolize they 
have antagonized public sentiment. Instead of 
seeking the passage of fair laws they have en- 
deavored to have the existing laws misapplied 
and misinterpreted in the interests of monopoly. 
They impugn the motives of everyone who op- 
poses them. Their latest card is that Gifford 
Pinchot was prompted by a selfish desire to pro- 
tect his mother’s interest in the Pocahontas coal 
mine which has a contract to supply the navy 
with coal. 

This is not the path of progress. ‘‘he exploiters 
have only themselves to blame. They grabbed 
and got caught at it. Their persistence creates 
new suspicions of every scheme. Their effrontery 
serves only to increase the suspicion. The public 
has madé up its mind that there is a plot to 
make Alaska a satrapy of monopoly. Ballinger 
has done openly since he has been out of office 
the things he was charged with doing secretly 
when he was in office. Any plan given his ap- 
proval is damned thereby. And none of the ex- 
ploiters from Guggenheim and Ballinger down 
has ever said a word in approval of Mr. Taft’s 
fair recommendation for the leasing of Govern- 
ment coal lands after advertisemsnt inviting 
competitive bids. Ballinger opposed that when 
he was Secretary of the Interior. In his message 
Mr. Taft says: 

The Secretary of the Interfor (Ballinger) 
thinks there are difficulties In the way of leas- 
ing public coal lands, which objections he has 
set forth In his report, the force of which I 
freely concede. I entirely approved his stating 
at length in his report the objections in order 
that the whole subject may be presented to 
Congress, but after a full consideration I favor 
a leasing system and recommend it. 


In this case the President overruled Ballinger 
and the whole matter is before Congress. But 
Congress will not act now either on the Presi- 
dent’s recommendation or Ballinger’s. New 
charges of trickery have been made and new per- 
versions of the law alleged. There will be general 
approval of delay until the last bit of information 
has been secured as to all the operations of the 
reckless and greedy exploiters. tverything Bal- 
linger did must first be undone. The syndicaters 
and spoilers have destroyed whatever chance 
there was for {immediate legislation to permit 
the development of Alaska’s natural resources. 
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The singular thing about the “anti-Boy Scout” 
organization is that it is based on a mischievous 


misapprehension of the purposes of the Boy 


itary organization, but has nothing military 
about it. The new movement is a ridiculous 
protest against an imaginary evil.

Miss Annie O'Reilly of This 
State Tells How Riches 
Were Won. 


— - 


WASHINGTON, July 10.—The fight- 
ing blood of the O’Reillys amd Relillys 
of the County Roscommogn, Ireland, has 
been transmitted to this country. The 
blood kin of Gen. James W. Reilly of 
Wellsville, O., are at war over the 
two and a quarter million dollgr estate 
left by him at his death in 1906, 

Gen. Reilly was a bachelor and left no 
immediate relatives. As a natural re- 
sult, when $2,250,000 was at stake the 
heirs fell out and went to court. Jane 
McVeigh is suing Mary Ann McVeigh 
et al. Several hundred persons, all told, 
are interested, and they are in En- 
gland, Ireland and this country. 

The Jane McVeigh vs. Mary Ann Mc- 
veigh case was tried in the Court of 
Common Pleas in Columbiana County, 
©., in 1909. After holding the matter 
under advisement for several months 
the Court held that there were no 
heirs to James W. Reilly and that the 
estate has escheated. Five or six claim- 
ants appealed the case to the Circuit 
Court of Ohio, where it is now pend- 
ing. 

The Circuit Court met on the 12th of 
last month and considered several ques- 
tions of law, and Judge Billingsly was 
appointed referee, to pass upon the 
case. 





Three Weeks to Try Case. 

It required three weeks to try the 
case, and the evidence is in several 
printed volumes. 

Some of the known facts about Gen. 
Reilly follow. His parents were Thomas 
Reilly and Elizabeth McAvoy Reilly, 
who came to this country in 1825. 
Twenty-seven years later Thomas Reil- 
ly returned to Ireland and died. He 

* Was an illiterate man, but one of strong 

© e@haracter. Soon after landing here he 
took the contract to dig the Sandy and 
Beaver canal, in Ohic, ar@ made a for- 
tune and lost it. He originally settled 
in Buffalo, N. Y., but did not remain 
there long. 

Gen. James William Reilly, son of 
Thomas Reilly, was a lawyer and a 
money lender. His education was ob- 
tained at Allegheny College, at Mead- 
ville, Penn., and Mount St. Mary's at 
Emmetsburg, Md. In 1861 he was elect- 
ed to the Ohio Legislature on the Union 
ticket. The following year he was made 
colonel of the 104th Ohio Volunteer In- 
fantry, and won distinction as a soldier 
in the Civil War. 


Changed the Name. 

The O'Reillys .and the Reillys, 
same family, were Cavin County 
land) people. Then they carried the O 
to their name. Being oppressed and 
hard pressed because of their fighting 
qualities and their religion (all were 
Catholics) they were forced to fly to a 
more hospitable clime. Consequently 
they went to County Roscommon and 
dropped the O. A price was on their 
heads. 

About, 1800, a member of the family 
was educated for the priesthood, and, 
when ordained, resumed the family

Letters Miscarried. 

She kept up a correspondence with 
her family, but thirty years ago let- 
ters miscarried and the family heard 
no more from the sister in the new 
world.

Mrs. Minnie Grimes’ long search for 
her son ended in her identification Tues- 
day, by means of a photograph, of a 
young man crushed to death in a boxcar 
last April as the son. 

Since Oct. 20, 1910, Mrs. Grimes had 
had no news from the young man, 
whose name was Floyd McEwen, he 
being the child of a former marriage. At 
that time he sent her $20 from Bakers- 
field,» Cal.
